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POLITICAL EDUCATION 
The country's labor chlefLalns often have 
explained their excursloos Into politics by 
saying they were not trylii.c; to dictate to 
imlon members but to "educate them politi- 
cally," 

Whether always sincere or not. this dis- 
avowal appears to have been wise. For the 
record at the polls shows that the union 
rank and lile cannot be dictated to succesa- 
fuUy. Indeed, it suggests that if anyone has 
been getting a dose of political experience In 
recent years, It has been the leaders. 

They have had demonstrated to them 
again and again the workingman's Indepcn 
dence of mind. But it looks as If they still have 
a good stretch to go before their own "educa- 
tion" is complete. 

George Meany, head of the AFL, agreed 
with President Eisenhower's recent press con- 
ference remark that no one can "boss" the 15 
million Amcrltj^ns the unions claim as mem- 
hers. Yet nearly all that he and other chiefs 
say on politico makes It pretty plain they 
feel they can lead rather strongly, if not boss. 

Bui they- make 6nQ cardinal error. In their 
political choices they do not show the same 
Independence of Judgment which their mem- 
bers exhibit by their votes. 'Both the major 
lederatlons, now in process of merging, have 
hitched their wagon largely to the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Viewed generally, workers certainly main- 
tain a stronger allegiance to the Democrats 
than do voters as a whole. Somewhat more 
than a third, however, do not exhibit such 
ties. And even within what might be styled 
the Democratlo-gTOup there exists tonsider- 
able independence which is occasionally pro- 
ductive of surprising vote switches. 

Most political observers have noted a na- 
tional trend toward independent voting, to- 
ward a refusal to be Identified permanently 
with one party or another. Workers do no( 
appear to be a clear exception to it. 

Like everyone else, they don't want to be 
pegged, put In a mold, told the "only" i ssues 
^theyrsHoma^otismerrTHe^^'thmk^of tirenF" 
selves, rightly, as whole Americana,^ not 
Blmply workers.' 

They have knocked for a loop the old Idea 
that it Is their chief pglUlcal/Job 'to re- 
ward labor's friends and penalize tts enemies. 
Very often they vote to reward the country's 
friends. 

The nation's friends are not assembled 
neatly la one party.- Thls-ls where union lead- 
ership falls. Its stress on single party allegi- 
ance tells the membership the union chiefs 
are not seeking out genuine statesmen- 
whcrcver they, may be found. The workers 
decline to accept the easy assumptions of 
one party devotion. 

Meany is right when he says the leaders 
cannot boss the men. The fact Is, they can- 
not even persuade them. They will not be able 
to persuade until they show the independ- 
ence and breadth of vision required of leader-

The son of the International preal- 
dent never got over $M a week, but 
he. ■uddfnly atarU an insurance 
agency and my company haa to pay 
tS 60 a week premium for accident 
and health and a 0/X» funeral: 
The« ar« about IMflOO microbe* 
under this policy so the premium is 
160.000 limes 15.60 and IS per cept

Wo tried figuring that out but It 
was getting late and we had l)oth 
had a hard day so we let it go.

Burma was fighting one of Ibi 
itrangeat wars In hlst«ry today— 
a long, -drawn out struggle to expel 
the thousands of remnants of Oen- 
erallssimo Chiang Kai-shek's na- 
tlonaltat troops who were driven out 
of China by the communlsLi. 

Rangoon. dispatches, said the Bur- 
meee army captured several near the 
border of Thailand In a battle that 
has raged for two days. 

An estimated 4.500 nationalists 
remain ln_the mountalnqus, heavily 
wooded area and Burma has been 
fighting them for more than a year 
In an unauccesatul effort to round 
them up for evacuation to Formosa 
or to drive them Inlo neighboring 
Thailand. 

Several thousand of tlis troops 
have been flown lo Formosa, Includ- 
ing 600 with their families Inst year. 
But the remnlnder have chosen w 
stay In Burma and the Formosa 
government- officially washed Its 
hands of them last October. 

The Burmese army said about 
two-thirds ot the Chinese were 
armed but that they could not sUnd 
against Burmese air and artillery. 
One group of 300 was reported being 
driven toward the Thai border where 
Thai police and soldiers hoped to 
cut them oft. 
Flghllng between Ihe natlonallsls 
nd Burmese started soon after tlie 
Chinese arrived. Premier U Nu 
appealed to Chiang to get his men 
of Burma.. An airlift was ar-
